LONDON, June .19.—Donn Byrne, 
Irish-American novelist, whose books 
are. wel] known‘on both sides of the 
Atlantic, was killed last night in ‘an 
automobile accident near his Irish 
residence, Coolmain Castle, at Ban- 
don, County Cork, 

Mr. Byrne went for a drive in. his 
car. along the coast and was later 
found dead by his secretary, the car 
having dropped from a seawall into 
the water bordering the road. 

CORK, Irish Free State, June 19 
(”).— Donn Byrne, American-Irish 
writer, widely known on both sides 
of the Atlantic, met an untimely 
death today in an: automobile acci- 
dent: near -his: Irish residence, Cool- 
main Castle at -Bandon, where he 
had arrived. from his English home 
only last Tuesday. 

The accident which cost Byrne ‘his 
life took from contemporary litera- 
ture a figure which had wielded a 
great influence upon writing of the 
last few years. At the time of his 
death Byrne was*only 39 years old 
and was considered one of the most 
promising of English literati. 

The fatal accident’ occurred under 
strange circumstancés. It appears 
Byrne--or Donn-Byrne, his rea] name 
—had asked his wife to accompany 
him on a motor trip in a car which 
he had ‘recently purchased. His wife 
excused herself, pleading fatigue, 
and the author then asked his secre- 
tary, Miss Burkett, to: go with him 
on a trip to the coast, she assenting. 

Miss Burkett herself has given a 
graphic description of what hap- 
pened. 

“Shortly after we left,’ she said. 
‘Tt noticed that the steering gear 


was all wrong and asked him to re- 
turn. He refused, saying that it was 
all right. We _ visited friends . at 
Court Macherry without incident, 
but. when we had proceeded a hun- 
dred yards or more on our .journey 
back home the car’ swerved and 
crashed into a wooden railing. It 
righted itself and we went on,. but 
when passing a horse-car near the 
harbor, it again .crashed, this time 
into a ditch.

The 
Blue and White youngsters finished 
well, but they were chasing all 
through that last mile an aroused 
giant that turned and snarled on 
them every time they made a bid— 
for al) the world -like the bear which 
is California’s mascot. 


Washington Fights Hard. 


Strung out behind were Washing- 
ton; ‘Cornell, Navy, Syracuse and 
Pennsylvania in that order. Wash- 
ington had fought hard and clung 
to the amazing crews which’ were 
blazing the trail, but it faded’ at 
the end.

PARIS, June 19.—Some time Satur- 
day night, most probably in the small 
hours of Sunday morning, the French 
Chamber of Deputies and Senate will 
vote on the proposition of the Gov- 
ernment that the franc, which in 
1914 was worth almost 20 cents, shall 
henceforth have the legal value of 4 
cents, 

For France that loss in the value of 
her national money must be count*d 
as the price of victory, and even at 
that she will still have 350,000,000,000 
francs internal debt and an unfixed 
amount. of foreign debt to pay. 

The decision to ask Parliament to 
pass the necessary measures during 
Saturday night was taken at ‘a Cab- 
inet Council: this .morning. .On Sat- 
urday afternoon Premier . Poincaré 
will’ submit his proposal to his col- 
leagues. The Chambers will be sum: 
moned to meet. The Finance Com- 
mission will in turn’ give hurried con- 
sideration to the Premier’s scheme, 
and in what promises to be its most 
mournful session the new Chamber 
will have thrust on it the ungrateful 
task of approving a measure for 
which the best that can be said is 
that it will give stability to French 
money and at least save from de- 
struction the remaining fifth of its 
value. 

Premier Poincaré will ask for’ a 
vote of confidence on his financial

There 
was a gorgeous reception there with cheering crowds and a kind speech 
of welcome by the Lord’ Mayor, who strangely enough is addressed as

‘But it is not this wonderful, kindly reception Lam thinking of tonight 
as the experiences of the past two days begin to sort themselves out in 
my mind. “It is just what this’ flight means—what® it amounts to—first 
to’ aviation in general, then to athér women. and finally to myself per- 
sonally. 


Flight Based-on Byrd’s seeds 

To begin with, ‘it has been based largely on Dick Byrd’s ideas—Com- 
mander Byrd, who flew to the North Pole and who js about to try the 
desolate wastes of the Antarctic. Dick felt that the next step in the 
progress of aviation ought to be a transatlantic flight with a multiple- 
engined plane instead of a plane with a single engine; and ought to be 
some kind of seaplane, preferably one with: pontoons: That is why he 
let us have the Friendship, the only triple-engined plane in the world 
equipped with pontoons. 

The plane was originally built for his expedition. It is a beauty. 
It has just made the fastest transoceanic hop ‘since that of Alcock and 
Brown. It averaged 112 miles an hour all the way. It was Byrd’s idea, 
too, that Stultz ought to be the pilot. The result shows how good his 
judgment was. 

Navigating practically all the way “blind”’—that is, by instruments only 
—and almost always just with the magnetic compass and drift indicator, 
Stultz was not a mile off the course when we passéd over Valentia and 
Queenstown and alighted on the South Wales Coast after more than 2,000 
miles of flying. 

Flight Not Intended as a Stunt. 

Perhaps some people have been thinking this was just another stunt 
flight, but it was.not. “We have come to a place in aviation where the 
need is. for. technical advancement more than spectacular stunts. . The 
flight of the Friendship is intended to point the read toward the seaplane 
instead of the land plane as a means of flying across oceans, and. multiple- 
engined planes instead. of single-engined. 

Whether the regular passenger-carrying planes to cross, the ‘Atlantic 
in the future will. be, flying boats, in which the passengers. will sit within 
the hull, or planes equipped with penta is a meter for further ex- 
perimentation and designs. 

The flight of the Friendship demonstrated one ileal a plane 
equipped with pontoons would travel at tremendous speed, whereas sea- 
planes with bylky hulls containing the.load have until now been more 
awkward and much slower. 

We did. not like the bad weather we encountered, but the fact that we 
crossed safely after one engine was cut out. temporarily during the storm 
indicates the advantage of multiple-engined planes. 

Now, whether the flight means anything. to women, it. is perhaps 
more difficult to say. It. was a, marvelous experience for one woman who 
was. merely so much baggage for. two great aviators, but it was: awfully. 
uncomfortable. If_it helps .to quicken the interest -of _women in flying; 
it will help forward the time when flying wil] be more comfortable, be- 
cauge women will demand planes not only comfortable but luxurious, and 
when women demand them men probably will. build. them. . 

There is tremendous beauty. to be seen while flying, Even in .the 
fogs the cloud effects, intermittent, seascapes and landscapes. during this 
flight were things never to be forgotten. There were arotesave cloud 
shapes and queer mirages. 

There are many women who are keenly sensitive am alive to the 
sensation of risk. Perhaps;that is why some wish’ to fly the Atlantic.

Stultz Tells His Story of Adventure, 
Setting Record for ‘Flying Blind’

LONDON, June 19.—My friends know I am not much of a talker, 
least of all about the job of piloting, but I-have been checking up on our 
log, and I think the Friendship’s flight constitutes a record for “flying 
blind.” ; 

"We never saw the sea after we went into a fog an hour out from 
Trepassey until we came to a patch of fairly clear weather seventy-five 
miles east of Queenstown. That was the time we saw the liner America, 
and knew we were on the steamship routes, 

Out of 2,100 miles, 1,900 were flown in fog or rain. Out of twenty 
hours and forty minutes of flying, we traveled fifteen hours by the instru- 
ments alone. Half that time we had no way of knowing whether we were 
being sent off our course by some unseen drift. 


Took Bearings With Aid of Steamers. 


Luckily the wind did not change its direction until we were near the 
English coast, when I: discovered it had.changed to the south or south- 
west. I had taken cross bearings with.the help of two steamers and the 
radio at 10:30 o’clock on the first night out. This fixed my position as 
1,086 miles on the flight, and only ten miles off my projected course. 
This was encouraging, but I never had another chance to check my course. 
I flew entirely by compass, and with the aid of the turn and bank in- 
dicator.: i 

-We'had planned our course to come over Valentia. When we were 
due there Ireland did not appear. We began to get anxious. Actually, 
we were about two hours overdue when we sighted the small island which 
we now know was Lundy Island at the entrance to Bristol Channel. 


Thought They Had Reached Cornwall. 


At the time we thought it was the end of Cornwall. There is an island 
at the end of Cornwall and while we could see this Welsh coast we could 
not see the north coast of Cornwall and Devonshire for the mist. We 
made for the land we saw, still thinking it was Cornwall, as I could see 
from the map that it was not Ireland. 

I came down in Burry Port simply because I could see a nice stretch 
of smooth water and there was a big buoy to tie up to. 

When we started from Trepassey we expected to find fog over the 
Grand Banks, but that was a holiday to what we found later. The only 
thing which did serve us was the wind. We ran into fog and some 
snow. and rain about an hour out from Trepassey, climbing to about 
2,500 feet to get over it. 





Went Up 11,000 Feet to Escape Fog. 


We did cross it but flew further toward Europe, higher because of 
the fog, and during the early morning we were up to 11,000 feet. Still 
the fog ahead rose higher. 

About 750 miles out, when above the fog, I took a bearing from a ship, 
which could not hear our motors, of course, but judged from the strength 
of the messages we were not more than five or ten miles off. This was a 
useful check. The next came at 10:30 when we got an answer from two 
ships. These each gave me bearings which I was able to lay across' my 
chart so as to fix the position. 

It was then night and we were flying above the clouds with the 
northern twilight, which was also a help in giving an idea of the direction. 
Actually I arranged to steer a course 106 magnetic which would bring us 
over Valentia. 


Longer Course Simplified Navigation. 


It means a course about thirty-five miles longer than the great 
circle course but simplified the navigation. We held that course’ all 
through the night. Then for a moment before dawn we had a shock when 
we saw ahead what seemed a very powerful light, almost that of a light- 
house away down beyond the fog. 

There could not be any lighthouse where we were unless we had 
made some colossal speed. Then we realized it was the star Venus. 
Then, as dawn began to break and the fog still rose higher, we decided 
to go down into it in the hope of finding some clearer. weather. 

Eventually we found a streak between two fog cloud layers at about 
5,000 feet. In this we flew for hours. Sometimes we went into the fog 
as two layers met, then we got clear space again. We came down to 
500 feet to see if it was clear over the sea, but we were still in the fog. 

We did not dare to descend for fear the mist went right down to 

‘the water. 
About half an hour after we sighted the America there was a hole 
in the clouds. Through this we saw the sea for the first time in about 
1,900 miles of flying. This closed in again and next, when we came into 
thinner weather, I picked out a steamer about five miles south of our 
course. 

We circled over her in order to try and check our position, but our 
radio had gone out during the night on the transmitting side. That was 
why we dropped notes asking for our position. We had no answer and 
thinking we could not be far out I turned ‘back on our course. That 
was why I did not see the directions which I gather were written on 
the steamer’s deck. 


Clouds Hid Ireland From View. 


Then, when we saw land, we decided to come down because we were not 
quite sure of our position, the amount of petrol we cou!d rely upon, nor the 
weather ahead. We did not intend to stop at Valentia if we had enough 
fuel to go further. 

I find that by further checking our course we must have passed over 
that place in the clouds without knowing it. That was when we were 
beginning to wonder whether we should find a clear patch to pick up land, 
as by any reckoning’ we ‘should’ be there. |” ° 


Radio Worth Weight While Working. 


People have been asking about the radio set.on the Friendship. Ours 
weighed about a hundred pounds, and I considered that it was well worth 
its weight while it worked. « 

Atlantic flights from a commercial point of view are still far away: 
‘They depend not upon pilots or navigation, but upon builders developing 
bigger planes. et

MISS EARHART TALKS 
BY PHONE TO BYRD 


Tells Adviser of the Flight the 
Plane Was ‘Wonderfal’— 
—All Feeling Fit.

BOSTON, June 19.—A telephone 
call from London to Boston with Miss 
Amelia Earhart on the London end 
and Commander Richard E. Byrd 
here was the first verbal report of 
the transatlantic flight just complet- 
ed by Miss Earhart and her two com- 
panions, Wilmer Stultz, pilot, and 
Lou Gordon, mechanic. 

The conversation began. at 4:45 
o’clock this afternoon. The telephone 
workers grew excited when it was 
realized that the call was from the 
first woman to cross the Atlantic by 
air. Commander Byrd had to be 
found, but this was done in fast 
time. As the hook-up was com- 

leted, the operator’s voice came 

rough, ‘‘All ready, go ahead.”’ 

“Hello. Hello, Commander Byrd?’’ 
@ voice said. 

‘Yes, yes. Hello.’’ 

‘“‘Commander, this is Amelia Ear- 
hart speaking, from London. Can 
you hear me?’’ 

“‘Yes, and I cannot begin to tell you 
what a wonderful flight you have 
made. I congratulate you on having 
been successful. It is great to hear 
your voice.” 

“The success is yours, too, Com- 
mander, for it was your wonderful 
ship that brought us through. I’m 
so happy and excited over it all that 
I can hardly believe it yet. What’s 
that? ‘How did the ship act?’ ’’—and 
here there was difficulty in ‘Com- 
mander Byrd’s hearing the girl’s 
voice. 

“T can’t hear you, Miss Earhart. 
Can’ you speak a bit niore loudly? 
Be By better. How did the ship 
act?” 

And then Miss Earhart sent her 
laconic message which told the ad- 
viser of the Friendship’s flight that 
his plans had not been faulty in any 
respect. 

‘‘We travelled 2,246 miles,’? Miss 
Earhart reported, ‘‘at an average 
speed of 112.1 miles per hour. The 
ship was wonderful and lived up to 
all we expected.’’ 

Miss Earhart then volunteered the 
information that she and her com- 
panions were feeling fit, and asked 
that such word be carried to her 
family. 

In turning from the telephone, 
Commander Byrd explained that a 
ship equipped with pontoons could 
not be expected to make the air 
mileage of one with wheels because 
of the extra weight of the pontoons, 
or ‘‘flats,’’ as he called them. Be- 
cause the America, his transatlantic 
plane, had wheels for her landing 
gear she made 200 miles more than 
the Friendship, he explained.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Both the 
Greek Legation and the Hellenic In- 
formation Bureau today. received 
cable dispatches from Athens -cate- 
gorically denying stories printed ia 
certain American newspapers from 
Vienna and Belgrade, in which it 
was alleged that part of the Greek 
fleet had mutinied in sympathy with 
striking tobacco workers. 

At the Greek Legation, Angelo An- 
ninos, counselor in charge in the ab- 
sence of Minister Simopoulos, stated 
that a cable » gay from the Foreign 
Office denied the statements, which 
were printed Monday morning. 

Mr. Anninos characterized the re- 
ports of the alleged mutiny as 

‘groundless rumors,” and quoted 
from a cablegram to the legation 
as follows: 

“The reports sent from Vienna and 
Belgrade concerning the alleged mu- 
tiny of a portion of the fleet and a 
Communist revolt in Greece are ab- 
solutely fantastic. Nothing has oc- 
curred .to justify such rumors.’ 

Another. cablegram received peas! 
from ence d’Athenes, the sem 
official telegraphic news agency in 
Greece, stated that ‘‘the strike is 
proceeding normally and without se- 
rious incidents.’’ 


Red Influence Minimized. 


The dispatch denied that the strike 
had anywhere assumed: the charac- 
ter of a Communist revolt, adding 
that.Greece is a country of small 
farmers and property owners, among 
whom the communistic doctrine had 
never taken hold, and that the radi- 
cals were such a small minority of 
the industrial workers and the total 
population that a revolt for com- 
munism was out of the question. 

The Hellenic Information Bureau 
received the following cablegram 
from Governor General Calveras of 
Macedonia at Saloniki:

B. Creager, the National Com- 
mitteeman from Texas, and con- 
eluded with a group of supporters 
from Missouri, who called to shake 
hands and wish the nominee good 
luck in his battle for the White 
House.

Curtis Also Is Silent.

Pertinax Raises Fears as to His 
Attitude to Europe if 
Elected. 


PUTS HIM ABOVE POLITICS 


But Journalist, in Typical Estimate, 
Says He Would Act “for 


General Good.”

PARIS, June 19.—In an estimate of 
the character of Herbert Hoover, 
perhaps reflecting well Europe’s 
feelings toward the man who may be 
called to head the United States Gov- 
ernment, the French writer Perti- 
nax, in Echo de Paris, forecasts in 
Mr. Hoover, if he is elected, a Presi- 
dent who will throw off the re- 
straints of. local. politics to face 
world problems in an authoritative 
manner. 

‘‘Without doubt,’’ says Pertinax, 
“Mr. Hoover will turn his attention 
to the world outside his frontiers. 
He owes his fame to the action of 
American politics and American 
capital in foreign countries. 

“Disregarding certain necessary 
rhetorica) phrases; it may be taken 
as certain that he is also far re- 
moved from the ideals of Wilson and 
the founders of the Geneva League. ; 

“He is a young Pantagruel, eager 
to make his own way in the world 
and eager to bring into politics his 
own superior force. He has not the. 
slightest spirit of mutual association. 


Critical of Hoover’s Actions. 


“In December, 1918, it was Mr. 
Hoover more than any one else who 
was responsible for the disruption 
of the community of. the interallied 
financial and economic organization. 
In order to aid Central and Eastern 
Europe, he demanded omnipotent 
powers and obtained’ them: 

‘In October, 1925, he urged Mr: 
Coolidge to reject the Caillaux pro- 
posal for the settlement of the war 
debts. 

‘In character, he is reserved, im- 

rious, laconic, more laconic than 

r. Coolidge in the proper’ sense ‘of 
the word, since he lacks the machine- 
made vocabulary of the professional 
politician. 

“‘As for Europe, he regards it as a 
dreadful waste of organization, be- 
cause complicated by national divi- 
sions. _What waste, what madness, 
what absurd complications in so 
many Governments for so small a 
territory!

Star Liner' Majestic, told how the re- 
jection ofthe Revised. Prayer Book 
had raised-a puzzling question: 

' In Emgland“for a year there has

to Bishop Lawrence, that has so held 
the attention of millions of English 
people, “high and low.”’ ‘‘What an- 
swer will the Church of England 
give? No one can speak with assur- 
ance,’’ the Bishop said. ‘‘That ques- 
tion has been in the minds of the 


leaders, but has not been thought 
through until this rejection had 
come, Of two things we can be 
pretty sure. 


No Mood for Compromise. 


“First, so far as Parliament and 
the revised prayer book is con- 
cerned, the incident is closed. There 
is talk of a compromised prayer 

ook, one that will get a 
Parliament and then be accepted by 
the Church. The Church of England 
s in no mood to adopt a book for 
ommon prayer composed by the 

ouse of Commons. 

! Second, the Church, while retain- 
‘ing her ojd prayer book will so ad- 
just her action and administration as 
to gain the chief benefits of this re- 
vision. For some of the changes

Many of the revisions were Maser 
simply the. what every 
one’ has been accustémed to.

out in substantial agreement.”’ 
Discussing what the Government 
was likely to do about it, Bishop 
Lawrence suggested that the Govern- 
ment:was’‘‘in for trouble,”” because 
England was ‘‘in no condition to 
have her great industrial, financial 
and labor problems side-tracked by 
ecclesiastical issues.’’ He-said that 
the House of Commons was about 
evenly divided on the question as to 
whether the established church was 
to be subservient in spiritual things 
to the National Government. Out- 
side Government circles dissenters 
and others are widely divided on the 
quéstion of disestablishment, which 
would involve the*question of disen- 
dowment, affecting property rights. 


Sees Issue Side-Tracked. 
“Yn the present temper of the pub- 
Me mind with Socialists and Bolshe- 
vists, Conservatives and die-hards,, 


scattered through the countiy,’” the’ 


Bishop asked, ‘‘can England afford 


to open the sluiceways of oratory 
and legislation upon these subjects? 
In this mix-up no one knows which 
way any one else will vote. Conser- 
vatives and Liberals will rush from 
one side to the other. Meanwhile, a 
general election with great national 
and international problems is coming 
apace. The statesmen and politicians 
are facing a puzzling and critical sit- 
uation; and whatever comes they will 
do everything in their power to keep 
these issues in the background, shut 
the mouths of the orators and quietly 
lead ‘““e- press from no ‘Popery,’ 
Catholicism, disestablishment, and 
disendowment; to. more practical is- 
sues. Can they? T rather think that 
within a few weeks the country will 
discover that disestablishment with 
disendowment is a bigger subject 
than they care to tackle now and as 
has happened again and again, it will 
be side-tracked. 

“The Archbishop of Canterbury is 
fortunately a man of large experience 
and of faith in his fellowmen, and 
bh he is heavily burdened with 
the uncertainties and disturbed at 
the loud voices of party cries, he re- 
calls that the Church has passed 
through many crises and weathered 
many storms. His chief regret is 
that in this confusion the great work 
of the Church at home and in the 
mission field may suffer.’’ 

Bishop Lawrence said that he had 
had lunch with the Archbishop and 
Mrs. Davidson last Wednesday and 
had departed from London just an 
hour before the debate on the re- 
vised prayer book opened. Bishop 
Lawrence had been on a ten weeks’ 
tour of Europe as Bishop in Charge 
of Episcopal Churches on the Con- 
tinent.

No Major Difficulties Exist, 
‘Despite Boundary Disputes, 
Says Honduran President. 


HE EMPHASIZES CORDIALITY 


Expects Issue With Guatemala to 
Be “‘Sedative” Without and Unify- 
ing Agent Within Honduras. 


By Tropical Radio. 
TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, June 
18.—President Paz Baraohona today 
described relations between Hondu- 
ras and neighboring States as being 
‘‘most cordial,’’ despite boundary 
and other disputes. He expected the 
issue with Guatemala to have salu- 
‘tary influence on his fellow-citizens 
and to cause them to forget factional 
differences at the coming elections. 
“TIT have arranged various programs 
with a view to harmonizing the re- 
lationship between capital and la- 
bor,’’ President Baraohona § said, 
“principally consisting of land 
grants, similar to the homesteads of 


the United States. These land grants 
would be donated adjacent to the 
zones of operation by the fruit com- 


ies 





cies in order that the areas could

ready market. These organizations 
have also planned the establishment 
of schools for each land grant. 

“The donation of land, however, 
met with the disapproval of the 
National Congress, which voted 
drastic water laws hindering the de- 
velopment of lands by small and 
poor agriculturalists. 


Sought to Restrict Aliens. 


‘“‘My Government endeavored to 
enact legislation for the control of 
undesirable aliens, but it is not yet 
in effect as a bill, pending the rati- 
fication of funds voted by Congress 
in 1926 for the purpose of providing 
arr. ements for the immigration of 
desirable alien families. It was im- 
possible to put the measure into 
effect. The funds were used for mili- 
tary operations during and subse- 
quent to the last revolution. 

“There. are no-constitutional pro- 
visions barring entrance to the coun- 
try to any alien race. However, 
energetic steps have been taken 
toward the rigid enforcement of port 
sanitary regulations providing for 
the non-entrance of persons carrying 
contagious ‘ailments. This aids in 
keeping out undesirables. 

“IT do not believe that the boundary 
controversy between Honduras and 
Guatemala will cause difficulties as 
regards the internal political ques- 
— of this country. On the con- 
rary 
eliminate a bitter isan campaign, 
uniting all Hondurans under one 
banner of national patriotism. This, 
however, is still to be seen. 

‘IT believe that any delay in final 
settlement. by arbitration of the 
boundary dispute should serve as 
a sedative for the establishment of 
more cordial and amicable relations

‘Calls Relations ‘“‘Most Cordial.’* 

‘Undoubtedly, the Political’ Coali- 
tion Association for the Unity of 
Honduras has assisted the national 
government considerably in creating

citizens.‘ The association may in- 
volve partisan politics, however, but 
I, as President, am inhibited from 
passing judgment as to this factor. 
“At present, relations between 
Honduras and the neighboring re- 
publics of Salvador and Nicaragua 
are most cordial. No serious diffi- 
culties of any nature remain, : but 
there are still pending matters of 
the final boundary between MHon- 
duras and Nicaragua, and a simi- 
lar question of minor importance 
affecting Honduras and Salvador. 

“In my opinion,’ the boundary set- 
tlement as between Nicaragua. and 
Honduras should be governed by the 
award of the King of Spain in 1906; 
the acceptance of which should be 
adhered to by Nicaragua, as agreed.”

SUPERIOR, Wis., June 19.—Word 
that President Coolidge ‘wishes to 
rest for at least a month before ac- 
cepting invitations has been con- 
veyed to officials of neighboring 
cities, including those of .

The President desires. to enjoy his 
self-enforced seclusion with no 
thought of participating in any event 
for several weeks, and Mrs. Coolidge’s 
doctor, Colonel Coupal, demands that 
she remain quiet and rageth her 
strength. 

Mrs. Coolidge is said to be steadily 
on the mend, and Colonel Coupal 
does not look upon her recent iliness 
with alarm, but does consider that 
rest will do much to improve her. 

The President’s insistence upon sé- 
clusion had been emphasized ever 
since he arrived at the Pierce camp 
last Friday morning. From that time 
until this there has been just one 
visitor to the lodge—former Senator 
Butler of Massachusetts, retiring 
Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, who left this eve- 
ning for Chicago en route to Boston. 

Newspaper correspondents, while

_ MOSCOW, June 19.— Another 
*‘American day’’ occurred today. at 
the ‘‘Shakhta” trial of technicians 
charged with counter-revolution with 
Krylenko, the State.

The accused engineer, Krudjanev- 
ski, young looking, slim: and tall, 
wearing the black Russian_ blouse 
and breeches, explained that he was 
put in charge of the planning bureau 
of the new ‘‘Mechanization’’ Depart- 
ment in 1926, shortly before the 
arrival of the. representatives of 
the American consulting engineers, 
Stuart, James and Cooke. 
ovski admitted that he was ‘‘par- 
tially’? a member of the conspiracy, 
put he denied that he ever received 
ne cent of foreign money or did 

~ noré than meet and ‘‘discuss’’ mat- 
ters with various members. 

Krylenko grilled him hard, but it 
is the ope opinion that he has 
saved his neck. 

Krudjanovski said the first project 

resented by the American expert 

oy ‘was for a mine named ‘‘Ameri- 
kana’”’ in honor of the new mechan- 
ization program. It appeared fan- 
tastic because it involved an inclined 
1,500 meters long, instead of a 
vertical shaft, according to the Rus- 
sian. system, only 175 meters long; 
so that did not go. Then the Stuart 
Corporation brought forward a proj- 
ect for the Kissilovka mine. Phat 
project was all right, but it was a 
poor mone, so the project was finally 
abandoned. The Stuart representa- 
tive Pierce protested, but was told 
“You Americans are not being paid 
to talk.’’ 

That gave Krylenko his cue, 

‘“‘What were they paid?” 

Krudjanovski replied: 

“The Stuart contract called for 
$150,000 -yearly for three years, in- 
cluding all traveling and living ex- 
ae and we worked tist out at 

15 rubles per American engineer 
per day.’”’ 

The audience gasped, and Krylenko 
remarked sardonically:

Soviet cannot.’’ 

Previous testimony has shown that 
the American Plans were deliberate- 
ly “sabotaged” by the chief conspir- 
ators, and it is authoritatively stated 
that.

Even Krylenko admitted: 

“We are not accusing the Ameri- 
cans.

‘“‘Yes,’’ admitted the witness; ‘300 
rubles monthly.”’

Krudjanovski met the jeer. calmly. 

“TIT was one of the two Russian 
engineers appointed to cooperate with 
the Americans. They work eight 
hours a day, but here a-day’s work 
is six hours. I considered the money 
as overtime salary, and it was given 
in that spirit.’’ 

The Presiding Judge here inter 
posed with the precise legal state- 
ment that Krudjanovski, as a tech- 
nician, must know that the six-hour 
day applied to manual labor only, 
and that he had no right to ask or 
accept extra pay. 

At once the accused admitted he 
had been wrong, but he stoutly de- 
nied that bribes had been offered. 

He was less successful later in dis- 
avowing a connection with the Khar-

WANT LOUVAIN DONORS 
TO DECIDE INSCRIPTION 


Some Belgians Call Whitney War- 
ren’s Phrasing ‘Dog Latin,’ In- 
accarate and ‘Ridiculous.’

BRUSSELS, June 19.—As the day 
approaches when the Louvain Li- 
brary is to be opened, the question 
of who has the right to decide what 
inscription shall be placed over the 
doors is more and more occupying 
the attention of Belgium. ‘Whitney 
Warren has many sympathizers in 
his campaign for the maintenance 
of the inscription, ‘‘Furore Teutonica 
Diruta; Dona Americana Restitua,’’ 

{The Latin is generally translated, 
‘Destroyed by Teutonic Fury; Re- 
stored by an American Gift.’* Mr, 
Warren, as a result of the contro- 
versy it aroused, recently gave this 
as the “authorized’’ translation: 
‘Destroyed by Teutonic Folly; Re- 
stored by an American Gift.’’] 

But there are also many who share 
with M. Ladeuze, Rector of the uni- 
versity, the opinion that whether or 
not this inscription had the approval 
of Cardinal Mercier it is dog Latin 
and contains too many sstate- 
ments to be permitted. 

“Diruta’’ [destroyed] does not 
bare 4 apply. for the old library 
building. still is ending. its books 
only having been burned. Further- 
more, while the new building is the 
gift of Americans, the books it will 
contain are those that have been 
given back by Germany. 

All this has led many to ask that 
a clear expression of opinion should 
be given by those who subscribed to 
the fund for the construction of the 
new library as to whether or not 
they want on its facade the inscrip- 
tion which Whitney Warren pro- 

es. In the opinion of many it 
s for those. who rebuilt and for 
those who will use the library to de- 
cide what dedication shall b: placed 
over the portal, and not entirely for 
the architect who constructed it, 
even though he did have the ap- 
proval of the late Cardinal. 

The five centuries of tradition be- 
hind Louvain University makes some 
sdy that the real objection to the 
proposed inscription is that it is 
rather ridiculous.

estate to nephews, nieces and more 
distant relatives. ‘The personal es- 
tate, exclusive of the realty, was in- 
sufficient to provide the $100,000 
trust in full, for which reason Sur 
rogate O’Brien granted an applica- 
tion by the residu legatees to re- 
duce the gift to .822. Mr. Lynn 
left a codicil giving a bank account 
of $11,681 to Mina Smith of Allen- 
town, Pa., his native city. The codi- 
cil was found among Mr. Lynn’s old 
papers after the will itself had been 
offered for probate.

..Gene Tunney by the famous ‘‘eeny-meeny- 

‘miny-mo”. method, Tom Heehey was tagged, 
and Johnny Risko was left out in the cold. Just for 
that, the bounding. baker boy from Cleveland went 
trading with the enemy, in this case Signor Humberto 
Fugazy, and is. due to fight George Godfrey under 
Fugazy auspices at Ebbets Field this evening. 

Godfrey is the ‘‘dark menace’”’ of this pugilistic era. 
Tt'is one 6f the unwritten laws of pugilism that there 
must always be’ a ‘‘dark menace’’ somewhere above 
the horizon... There is some doubt as to just how men- 
acing the Leopard of Leiperville will prove to be 
when. tossed into the ring with a sturdy and bustling 
young man like Johnny Risko. 

Godfrey’s record is not particularly impressive for 
all..his huge bulk and reputed strength. He has 
knocked over an imposing number of second-raters, 
but he hasn’t been any whirlwind on the few occa- 
sions when he met fairly good men. Jack Sharkey 
outpointed him two years ago, and Paulino gave him 
a.rough argument on the Coast several months ago. 

Being about four feet wide and eight feet tall, 
roughly speaking, Godfrey frightens most of his op- 


ponents into a panic by rushing out of his corner: 


and waving his arms wildly as though he were going 
to slay everybody in sight, including the referee and a 
couple of judges. It’s a very effective method against 
fighters who are prepared for the worst when they 
step into the ring, but it has no terrors for sturdier 


foes. 
Hard to Frighten. 


There’s no doubt that Godfrey has a powerful 
punch. He fractured a couple of Monte Munn’s ribs 
at Ebbets Field last Summer with a right-hand blow. 
But Monte was a slow-moving target. All that God- 
frey had to do was to take aim and fire. Hitting a 
lively chap like Risko, or at least hitting him solidly, 
is another problem. 

One thing in favor of Risko is that he won’t go 
into a panic no matter how wildly Godfrey waves his 
arms. He’s fairly strong and rather durable himself. 
He can’t hit as hard as Godfrey, but perhaps he can 
take it better, which is a point worthy of considera- 
tion in a game that is mostly give-and-take. 

In some seventy bouts Risko has been knocked out 
just once, and that was three years ago when he was 
fresh from the bakery shop. He has fought all of the 
leading modern heavyweights with the exception of 
Jack Dempsey, and he has come through a hard cam- 
paign with a respectable record, 


By Way of Comparison. 


Risko won a decision over Paulino at the Garden 
last Winter, and Godfrey defeated the bewildered 
Basque on the Coast early in the Spring. Both fights 
were fairly close, and neither one was particularly 
exciting. Paulino’s supporters insisted that the wild 
woodchopper earned at least a draw against Risko. 
As for the Godfrey-Paulino bout on the Coast, Charley 


Paddock, the sprinter, was a ringside spectator, and 
his report was: 

“It was very sad. I cried all through it.’’ 

However, that leaves Risko and Godfrey about 
even-Stephen against Paulino. Jack Sharkey is an- 
other fighter who fought both Godfrey and Risko. 
The lithe Lithuanian took a decision over the Leopard 
of Leiperville two years ago and lost a decision to 
Risko in the Garden last Winter. The affair at the 
Garden saw Sharkey at his very worst, but that 
shouldn’t be held against Risko, who kept pegging 
away and deserved the decision for his industry if 
nothing else. 


Merely Mercenary. 


There’s nothing at stake in this Ebbets Field battle 
except mere money, which may mean that it will be 
a jolly party all the way. There was nothing at stake 
except money when Leo Lomski and Pete Latzo tore 
into each other last week, and it was as lively a 
scramble as one would wish to see until Lomski landed 
the low blow that halted the fight inside the ring and 
started half a dozen among the spectators. 

When a man has a title to protect, he is inclined to 
be cautious and conservative. Thus many champion- 
ship fights are rather tame these days. Only one man 
is in there ready to take a chance. But with practi- 
cally nothing at stake except mere money, the boys 
are more inclined to swing than they are to duck. 

Seeing that Risko, Heeney and Sharkey finished al- 
most on even terms in Tex Rickard’s famous elimina- 
tion tournament, this is Godfrey’s chance to show 
that he is a grade above their class. As for Risko, 


‘he has a grudge against the world in general since 


he was sidetracked for Heeney, and he doesn’t care 
whom he hits now, including George Godfrey. He 


‘will probably hit him several times. 


On the Western Front. 


Mickey Walker, who was talking about challenging 
Gene Tunney some time ago, is to meet Ace Hudkins 
in Chicago tomorrow night, which is something of a 
come-down in weight if not in social position. It will 
be remembered that Mickey started to eat himsclf 
into the heavyweight class as soon as he lost his wel- 
terweight title. Evidently he has only covered half 
the distance, but there was plenty of food in this 
country at the last meat and vegetable census, and 
Mickey may yet move into the heavyweight class if 
his teeth hold out. 

In the meanwhile, there is Hudkins to be disposed 
of in some way or other. It’s up to Walker to find 
a way. Just waltzing in and hitting this Hudkins 
won’t solve the problem. A solid punch on the Hud- 
kins chin seems to serve no other purpose except to 
remind him that the other fellow hasn’t fallen down 
yet. In his bright lexicon there is no such term as 
self-defense.. His only plan of battle is to match his 
attack against whatever his opponent has to offer. - 

On form and experience, Walker is the natural 
choice. If he can’t defeat Hudkins, he’ll never meet 
Gene Tunney no matter how much he eats.

Canada and Germany, How- 
ever, Have Dash Material 
Easily as Fast as Ours. 


CHANCES IN FIELD SLIGHT 


American Women Unlikely to Score 
in High Jump or Discus Throw 
at Olympics. 


This is the eighteenth and last of 
a series of articles discussing track 
and field contestants of the United 
States and other countries and their 
prospects for the Olympic Games. 


By BRYAN FIELD. 


For the first time since the revival 
of the Olympic Games in 1896, events 
for women will be contested this 
Summer at Amsterdam. There will 
be five contests—two. field events, 
two track events and a relay race. 
The field events are the running high 
jump and discus throw. The flat 
races are at 100 and 800 meters and 
the relay is at 400 meters, each of 
four girls to run 100 meters. 

With no past performances to go 
on and no international medium of 
competition to serve as a guide, it is 
difficult to predict what may occur 
on the other side. As in the men’s 


events, each contest will have four 
entrants, which means a team of 
twenty girls for the five events. This 
will make for the inclusion of eight 


sprinters in the squad, as four will|C 


run in the 100 meters and four in 
the 400-meter relay. 

Mel Sheppard, who scored the fa- 
mous double in the 800 and 1,500 
meter events in the 1908 Olympic 
Games, will be coach of the team. 
Sheppard is at present mentor of the 
Millrose A. A. team and: has had 
great experience in mets a can- 
didates to a high point of athletic 
ability. 


Confined Chiefly to Sprinting. 

Girls’ sports in this country have 
been confined largely to sprinting so 
far as competitive track athletics go 
and it was something of a surprise 
that such a long race as the 800- 
meter event was added to the pro- 
gram. Until about a year ago this 
event had never been run in the East 
and but once or twice in the West. 

There has been considerable fem- 
inine competition in various field 
events for women, but this has been 
largely sectional and hardly bears a 
national aspect, regardless of the fact 
that the Amateur Athlei:c Union con- 
ducts what is known as a national 


track and field championship’ for, @ 


‘women. 

Among our coaches, most of whom, 
however, have been largely con- 
cerned with the training of men, 
there is a tendency to discount this 


country’s chances in the women’s]. 


events. It is pointed out by these 
men that the best chance for the 
American girls will be in the sprints. 
i. e., 100-meter dash and 400-meter 
relay, but that even here the Cana- 
dians and Germans have individuals 
and teams easily as fast as ours. 


Little Chance in Field Events. 


In the two field events and the 800- 
meter run our American girls are not 
given much chance against the stur- 
dier Europeans. It is pointed out by 
several of our coaches that there is 
tremendous interest in the peasant 
classes in Europe in -the coming 
Olympic events and that these wo- 
men are much stronger to start with 
than are our athletes. 


Mass athletics for women has long 
been a part of the physical education 
of many European nations. This has 
generally taken the form of calis- 
thenics and gymnastics and lacks en- 
tirely the competitive element. How- 
ever it has supplied vast numbers of 
European women with a_ strong 
physique whicn they can take with 
them into competitive events. 

Whereas, a generation ago a ma- 
jority of our Olympic men were 
working or club athletes there is 
now a very small percentage of such 
athletes. An overwhelming majority 
of new athletes get their training in 
college. Few of the women avail- 
able for the present Olympic team 
ll be drawn from the colleges for 
women. Most of them are working 
girls. One reason is that the colleges 
do not encourage competitive track 
and field events for women. An- 
other is that many industrial organ- 
izations and business corporations do. 


Largely From Working Classes. 

The foreign women’s teams will be 
drawn largely from the working 
classes, a large proportion of which 
participate in mass athletics. Some 
idea of this country’s chances in the 


800-meter run can be gained when ‘ 


it is considered that the best Ameri- 
can performance in this event has 
been slower than 2:30. Germany has 
a@ woman. who can run this distance 
in 2:17. England has a woman who 
can do it in 2:19. Either of these 


women, of course, would hopelessly 
distance our best girl runners. 

Sweden, which has strong women 
athletes, will not enter a team. The 
women’s events were conceded by 
many persons to the Swedish Is, 
but lack of funds has caus the 
Swedish Olympic Committee to make 
no entries in the women’s events. 
This is to be regretted, and it is to 
be feared that several other countries 
will have difficulty in financing wo- 
men’s teams. 

The American girls will leave with 
the other Olympic athletes on the 
President Roosevelt on July 11. 
They will have their final Olympic 
tryouts at Newark on July 4 and 
that competition will afford a better 
idea of what this count 
way of Olympic material.

Attorneys Ask Federal Trade 
Commission to Dismiss Charge |. 
Against Radio Corporation. 


DECISION IN FALL PROBABLE 


Respondents Argue That Govern- 
ment Approved Pooling Patents 
to Make Broadcasting Possible. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—John 
W. Davis, representing the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany; J. P. Cotton and Thurlow M. 
Gordon, representing the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, and the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, and Judge J. 
Harry Covington, representing the 
United Fruit Company, argued be- 
fore the Federal Trade Commission 
today on a motion to dismiss the 
commission’; complaint in the origi- 
nal so-called radio monopoly case 
which was instituted in 1924. Ed- 
ward L. Smith represented the com- 
mission in the argument. 

It was evident from remarks by 
the members of the commission that 
no decision can be expected in this 
case until Fall and it is expected, 
therefore, that no further testimony 
will ne taken this Summer. 

H. Lamb, assistant to Colonel 
Willian J. Donovan of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, who has been 
handling the radio investigations for 
the Department, attended the argu- 
ment. 

Mr. Cotton asserted that, although 
the complaint in he case was issued 
in January, 1924. this was the first 
time that the defendants had had an 
opportunitv to say anything. He 
asked that the case be dismissed. 
He argued that the Radio Corpora- 
tion was formed at the request of 
the United States Government and 
that the arrangements were sub- 


mitted to the then Attorney Gen- 
eral. 


Calls Any Trade Restraint Legal. 


Mr. Cotton said if there is a re- 
straint of trade it is a ‘‘legal’’ 
restraint of trade. The success of 
radio today, he said, is due to the 
very facts complained of by the 
commission. 
Each of the respondents working 
separately with their patents, which 
they pooled, could not have done 
for radio what has been done by the 
combination, he declared. 
Mr. Cotton said that when the 
World War ceased modern radio 
could not be used because of the 
pee nave patent situation which 
existed and which was later straight- 
ened out by the organization of the 
Radio Corporation. 
He said there was no proof in the 
records taken in the past four years 
of unfairness to competitors. 
Mr. Gordon took up in great detail 
the sa grap patent situation. 
vis told the commission that 
after Salling the record he could not 
see how the commission could do 
ns gy but. dismiss the case. 
Covington e ae the tropi- 
cal fruit business of the United Fruit 
Company and how it got into the 
communication business to handle 
its own business. In 1904, Judge Cov- 
ington said, the United Fruit began 
experimenting with radio. It tater 
purchased the Wireless Speciaity 
Apparatus Company to manufacture 
receiving and sending sets for its 
own ship-to-shore service. 


United Fruit Sold Its Stock. 


When the Radio Corporation was 
organized it subscribed to $1,000,060 
of stock. It was never represented 
on the Board of Directors of the 


Radio Corporation, subsequently sold 
its stock in the corporation and sold 
out all its holdings in the apparatus 
company. 

The United Fruit Company now has 
four stations in the United States, 
J Covington said, in Boston, Mi- 
ami, New Orleans and Mobile. 
Edward L. Smith, arguing on be- 
half of the commission, old the com- 
mission: that there are today no ad- 
judicated radio tube. patents. Coun- 
sel for respondents protested this 
statement. Mr. Smith said there is 
sufficient evidence in the record on 
which the commission could issue a 
“cease and desist’’ order. 

Mr. Smith said that Mr. Cotton and 
others had given only a part of the 
early history of the Radio Corpora- 
tion. He contended that the corpo- 
ration has repeatedly violated the 
law. He said it had purchased the 
assets. of its competitors, had vio- 
lated agreements, had libeled com- 

petitors, had used financial power to 
aloade others from buying com- 
petitors and charged other viola- 
tions. Attorneys for the respondents 
stated that none of the accusations 
of Smith were a part of beg com- 
plaint or record in this cas 
The commission will callow Mr. 
Smith and counsel for the respon- 
dents time in which to file briefs, 
and took the case under advisement.

BROOKLYN RADIO-FANS 
FIGHT ‘FEDERAL RULING 


Theory That Closing of Stations 
Woald Lessen Interference Is 
Called Unscientific. 


Brooklyn radio enthusiasts met 
last night to protest against the re-. 
cent ruling of the Federal Radio 
Commission which revoked licenses 
of 162 transmitting stations through- 
out the country and threatens to 
close four Brooklyn stations. The: 
meeting was in the Brooklyn Cham- 
ber. of Commerce, 66 Court Street. 
Among those who spoke were 
Representative Emmanuel Celler and 
Eric Palmer, radio editor of the 
Brooklyn Times. They asserted that 
the theory of the commission that 
stations must be reduced in number 
to lessen interference is wrong. Mr. 
Celler contended that the Radio Bill 
of 1927, establishing the present five 
zones, was vi: ro | and not scien- 
Soeaiy. conceived. It was favorably 
Figherle by the Merchant Marine and 
heries Commission, he charged, as 
between geographical sec- 
hsm in conjunction ‘with the White 
Ship Subsidy Bill. Mr. Celler said 
he plans to protest the discontinu- 
ance of the Brooklyn stations before 
the commission. 

As a scientific means to eliminate 
the “‘heterodyne’’ or whistling that 
is caused by distant stations, those 
at the meeting had a chance to wit- 
ness' the first public exhibition of a 
device. invented by David Grimes. a 
Staten Island engineer. The instru- 
ment, in a small wooden box which 
ean be slipped into the pocket, was 
hooked up to a radio set and listen- 
ers,said it fulfilled its function. 

Mr. Grimes explained that the ‘‘sta- 
tion whistles’’ are caused by their 
carrier waves continuing through the 
ether after audible sounds have 
stopped. Without the machine, he 
said, the Federal Commission would 
have to eliminate all but ninety-two 
stations throughout the country to 
stop interference. 

“Station interference,’’ Mr. Grimes 
said, ‘‘is purely an eagle | prob- 
lem. It can be removed at the re- 
ceiving end by this filtering attach- 
ment. The ‘filtertone’ eliminates 
92 per cent. of the sound and will 
soon be perfected to counteract all 
but. a negligible amount.’”’ The in- 
conde said the article can be manu- 
factured to sell for $5 or $10, but he 
warned that it would not eliminate 
static or local noises, which, how- 
ever, he added, are of minor impor- 
tance compared to station interfer- 
ence.

will be shipped as soon as the new 
buildings now under construction at 
Albertsville and Guntersville, Ala., 
are ready. 

The only units to continue opera- 
tion here will be those for the manu- 
facture of combed goods, linings, 
rayon and ‘silk cloths and‘ for the 
pre tion of. rayon" warps. Only 
about 200 employes, one-half of the 

resent force of workers, will be re- 
) tained. 

Frank Lynch, in charge of the Vic- 
tory Mills branch, who will be Treas- 
urer and general manager of the Ala- 
bama development, said in regard to 
the shift of o operations to the South:

WRITS-COMPLICATE 
LOWENSTEIN HEARING 


Wife’s Mother Is Summoned by 
Court in Sait for Castody of 
Three Children. 


A cross-fire of conflicting court or- 
ders obtained by Louis Lowenstein,

Justice 
instituted suit for 
separation on the ground of deser- 
tion the next day, alleging that Mrs. 
Steinhardt was responsible for her 
daughter’s action. Mrs. Lowenstein 
answered by a counter suit in the 
Brooklyn Court, alleging cruelty. 

Counsel for Mr. Lowenstein: ob- 
tained an order from.Justice Valente 
on Monday directing Mrs. Lowen- 
stein to produce the children in 
court yesterday. That application 
was to have been argued in the 
morning, but counsel reported that 
Mrs. Lowenstein had disappeared 
with Robert, 10 years old, and 
Richard, 8. Mrs. Steinhardt had en- 
tered a stage of siege with Louis at 
the St. George, the lawyer reported, 
and he could not serve the papers. 

The Court thereupon ordered two 
Deputy Sheriffs to serve the writ on 
the grandmother. She appeared in 
the courtroom in the afternoon with 
Louis. It then developed that the 
wife’s lawyers had obtained an or- 
der from Justice Lydon requiring Mr. 
Lowenstein to show cause why the 
writs of habeas corpus petitions 
should not be resubmitted. The writ, 
however, had been: served on Mrs. 
Lowenstein before Justice Lydon 
had signed this last order. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mrs. 
Lowenstein returned: with her two 
older children to the St. George and 
retired in seclusion behind the re- 
paired door, which was shattered 
when deputy sheriffs served papers 
on Mrs. Steinhardt earlier in the 
day. She refused to talk to re 
porters, referring them to her attor- 
neys, Dowling, Cass and Curran of 35 
Nassau Street. On the motion of her 
attorneys to re-open and re-argue, 
the various angles of the double suit 
will be brought up again tomorrow, 
the date set by the Court. At that 
time the husband probably will ap- 
pear with the youngest child, Louis, 
and the mother with the other chil- 
dren.

WASHINGTON, June 19. — The 
Naval Selection Board with the ap- 
proval of President Coolidge today 
designated five captains for promo- 
tion to Rear Admiral, twelve Com- 
manders for promotion to Captain 
and fourteen Lieutenant Command- 
ers for promotion to Commander. ‘ 

The promotions will be made as 
vacancies occur in the next twelve

Captains Craven, Cluverius and 
Marshall probably ‘will be promoted 
without delay, as there are now three 
vacancies in the authorized list of 
fifty-four Rear Admirals. Captain 
Yarnell probably will be promoted 
late in the Summer when Rear “Ad- 
miral E. W. Eberle retires for age in 
August. Captaian Hepburn will be 
available for elevation next.

The increase in rank, it was said, 
would not require a shift in the 
assignment of Captain Craven nor of 
Captain Hepburn, but would for the 


other three. 

Although no indication was given 
of their prospective commands, it 
was pointed out that Captain Clu- 
verius is very soon due for shore 
duty. 

The Selection Board was headed 
by Admiral Charles: F. Hughes; Chief 
of Naval Operations, and in making 
its choice of eligibles for increased 
rank passed over ten Captains in 
naming the five for the higher rank. 
This is a ratio of one in three, indi- 
cating, according to naval officers, 
a steady tightening of the ropes as 
compared with previous years. Last 
year the annual choice was in the 
ratio of 1 in 2.7 

The number paar for Rear Ad- 
mirals also is the smallest in years, 
due, it was explained to the small 
class . graduating from the Naval 
Academy this year and to the fact 
that the. total number of naval of- 
ficers is less than a year ago, which 
in turn has meant fewer vacancies. 
The higher grades, it was pointed 
out, are determined in numbers ac- 
cording to the total number of offi- 
cers of all ranks. Last year eleven 
Captains were selected for promotion 
to Rear Admiral. 

In general the determinations of 
the Selection Board were seen as 
indicating that it is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for officers to 
rise to the highest rank.

GIRL’S NOTE TRAPPED. . 
ESCAPED CONVICT 


Traced to-Astoria From Alabama 
—Had Corresponded Through 
an. Advertisement. 


A correspondence begun through 
an, advertisement -in..a magazine 
while he was in Kilby.Prison, Mont- 
gomery County, Ala., from which he 
escaped last Oct. 14, led to the re- 
capture of Frank McDougle, who 
was held without bail in’ the Long 
Island City Court yesterday to 
await action by the’ Alabama aw: 
thorities. 

Waiving extradition, McDougle: ad- 
mitted he was the man wanted. The 
police said he was originally sen- 
tenced in Alabama for receiving 
stolen goods, but received a longer 
term after a previous escape.

The purchase-of a $1,000,000 plot of 
land in Fifth.

Mr. Le Bou- 
tillier said Jast night that an archi- 
tect would be chosen within three 
weeks to design the new hospital and 
that.a building fund campaign would 
be started soon. 

The plot is now occupied by a mo- 
tion picture theatre. Its former 


owners were planning to build a still 
larger theatre building when nego- 
tiations opened with the hospital. 
The New York Skin and Cancer 
Hospital, incorporated in 1882, has 
been at the northeast corner of Sec-

The. - suggestion of Maryland’s 
Governor in retiring from the con- 
test for the Democratic Presiden- 
tial nomination, that his instructed 
delegates vote on the first ballot 
for the Governor of New York, 
leaves. Senator Reed of Missouri 
practically alone on the burning 
deck. It is not quite clear what he is 
doing there, or why he is doing it. 
Maryland’s action merely means, 
from: a numerical standpoint, that 
Governor SMITH’s delegates are in- 
creased by sixteen, but it does not 
alter the facts that his instructions 
number well above a majority, and 
that only once in recent history has 
a Democratic candidate who crossed 
the majority line been denied the 
essential two-thirds. It does, how- 
ever, emphasize Mr. REED’S isolated 
position and add to the wonder 
which is generally being expressed 
over his course. 

It must be obvious to the Senator, 
an old-time politician, that for the 
convention to deny nomination to 
Governor SMITH would be to destroy 
all chances of party success in No- 
vember.

MODERNIZING THE BUILDING 
CODE. 


An important amendment to the 
New York City building code is 
pending before the’ Board of Alder- 
men. It is technical, as are all such 
matters of construction, but its sig- 
nificance is clear. The code now 
provides that the basic working 
stresses permissible in the use of 
structural steel for building shall be 
16,000 pounds to the square inch. It 
is proposed to increase them to 
18,000 pounds, thereby decreasing by 
about one-eighth the amount of 
steel necessary for the erection of 
a modern building and reducing the 
cost proportionately. The amend- 
ment has been before the hoard 
since last January. The Merchants 
Association is urging its adoption. 
If there is any objection to the 
change, it has not made itself heard. 

The old standard, still incorpo- 
rated in the local building code, 
dates back a quarter of a century. 
It was largely the result of more or 
less arbitrary assumptions concern- 
ing the behavior of steel under stress 
adopted to govern the use of Bes- 
semer steel when it appeared on the 
market in: the ’80s. Since then 
the quality of steel has been greatly 
improved and we know much more 
about its:. behavior.. In 1923 the 
American Institute of Steel Con- 
struction, at the instance of Secre- 
tary Hoover, who was interested in 
the elimination of waste in industry, 
undertook to draw up a revised 
standard. Two years later a com- 
mittee from the American Society 
of Civil Engineers joined with the 
Institute in recommending a specifi- 
cation based on the working stress 
of 18,000 pounds, which it is now 
proposed to adopt as the New York 
standard. ~— 

Engineers are, confident that the 
new standard. allows a wide margin 
of safety. Many of them believe that 
a 20,000-pound base would be en- 
tirely practicable. Railroads, which 
are not subject to the restrictions of 
codes, are building bridges, subject 
to heavy impacts and moving loads, 
with stresses up.to 26,000 pounds. 
The steel manufacturers favor the 
revision on the ground that in the 
long run it will encourage steel con- 
struction.. The amendment itself 
was introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen: at: the instance of the 
Institute of Steel Construction. With 
few exceptions, all the other large 
cities in the country have adopted 
the new standard.

ENDING A FALSE PRETENSE. 


The General Superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League, Mr. MCBRIDE, 
declared on Monday that his organi- 
zation will not support the Demo- 
cratic Party no matter how drastic 
a prohibition plank it may adopt. 
This, of course, is on the supposition 
that Governor. SMITH is nominated. 
In that event the Anti-Saloon League 
will be for Mr. Hoover even if 
the Democratic platform promises 
everything in the way of enforcing 
the Volstead act. It may undertake 
to put the entire Army and Navy 
into action against violators of the 
law. It may pledge itself to appoint 
500,000 additional prohibition agents. 
It. may offer to dam the ocean 
against the incoming flood of liquor, 
and to build a wall 1,000 feet high 
along the Canadian border to pre- 
vent smuggling. None of these 
things would move the Anti-Saloon 
League. It has already committed 
itself to the Republican Party and 
to the candidacy of Secretary 
HOOVER. 

Thus is destroyed in advance the 
League’s profession of political im- 
partiality. It was going to wait and 
see what the two parties would do. 
Upon neither was it intending to put 
any pressure in favor.of, or against, 
a particular candidate. The Anti- 
Saloon League was to be severely 
non-partisan, provided it could get 
the platform declaration it desired 
from either or both the great par- 
ties. But-now that false pretense is 
blown into smithereens by the boast, 
or confession, of its General Super- 
intendent.

NORTH CAROLINA TAKES STOCK. 


North Carolina is completing plans 
to take an inventory of the State’s 
resources of every kind, with a view 
to facilitating and encouraging their 
further development. It is an idea 
which would have appealed to the 
late WALTER HINES PAGE, who s0 
long worked and waited to see his 
native State become the leader in 
the modern South. Other States to- 
day dispute that title with North 
Carolina. But the bare facts of her 
growth during the last two decades 
are so impressive that it is not sur- 
prising that North Carolinians look 
with confidence to the future. Their 
road and school systems are already 
well known throughout the country. 
So also is the fact that the expan- 
sion of the textile industry has pro- 


it is not generally realized to what 
extent the entire State has taken a 
new lease of economic life. 

Figures published in the “ Blue- 
book of Southern Progress” for the 
year 1927 show that while the 
population of North Carolina has in- 
creased by less than a third since 
1910 the value of property has in- 
creased more than four times. In- 
vested capital has gone up three- 
fold, and the value of manufactured 
products in 1926 was almost five 
times that in 1910. Farm products 
are valued at more than twice the 
figure of 1910. Bank deposits have 
increased five-fold, and expenditures 
for roads and schools are about ten 
times what they were in 1910. 

Despite the increase in value of 
farm products, the acreage in farms 
is less today than it was in 1910. Yet 
the value per acre of farm lands has 
doubled. One of the reasons for this 
is that North Carolina has led the 
way in the diversification of crops. 
While the two principal staples are 
cotton and. tobacco, 
steadily enlarging the acreage in 
grains, in fruits, in truck gardens 
and in dairying and cattle. The cut 
of lumber ‘has declined sharply.

Many fantastical’ things* have been 
written recently concerning General 
Umberto: ‘Nobile’s polar expedition. 
There have even. been : those. who 
have gone.so far as to place responsi- 
bility ‘for its disaster on the immod- 
erate national pride of Mussolini, who 
had wished an undertaking ‘‘superior 
to...the . strength. of: the--men ‘who 
should. .accomplish. it and to the 
means at their disposal.’ 

Kiss thas nibh catia satnebeaiets thi 
creative’ force * back ‘ of ‘the under- 
taking,- I mustherein claim forthe 
real author the initiative, the organi- 
zation: and the arrangements, all of 
which were the fruits of accurate 
research and’ profound study. 

After his return from Alaska Geén- 
eral ‘Nobile, more wearled by tri- 
umphal .welcomes® than ‘from’ the 
severities of the transpolar flight, 
begged me~to acconipany ‘him on-a 
brief trip to the _Alpsof the Trentino, 
whither he wished to withdraw for a 
brief rest. 

‘During our: long walks—walks that 

ran more to meditation than to con- 
versation, Nobile being a restive con- 
versationalist--all at once, one morn- 
ing, being confronted by the spec- 
taclé of. the crystalline ice, he said 
to me: ‘‘Ever since. I’ came here. I 
have been pursued by visions of the 
Arctic solitudes. It is like a fever of 
homesickness that gives meno. truce. 
I must go back-up there. It is neces- 
sary for me to return.’’ Then, after 
a moment’s pause: 
‘‘What have we-done on this flight? 
The enigma is still impenetrable and 
it is necessary to break through it. 
The only means by which that may 
be done is by the‘ dirigible. But 
things must be arranged differently. 
I keep thinking of a series of flights 
from a base located either at Spits- 
bergen or Alaska, made in such a 
way as to end once for all the polar 
mystery—and Italy must do it!’’ 

“But what about ‘the trip to the 
Argentine “which . Mussolini has 
planned?’’ I interrupted. 

“The one does not exclude the 
other. The period ‘of’ preparation 
will be long and there will be time 
for secondary undertakings, if de- 
sired.’’ 

That. was all. Coming down from 
the Alps General Nobile was con- 
strained to pass through Milan, so as 
to receive ‘the honors prepared for 
him by that city. It was there that 
he expressed to Belloni, the Mayor 
at that time, his plan for Arctic ex- 
ploration, to be conducted by Italian 
means and Italian men., 

Belloni grasped the idea instantly 
and undertook to procure the neces- 
Sary means by which it might be ac- 
complished, 


Organization Studied at New York. 


Nobile was so sure that Milan 
would be loyal’ to the undertaking 
that, as soon as we reached New 
York, he commenced preliminary 
studies for the organization, 

I still cherish. certain sheets of 
paper inscribed with his notes, 
wherein he indicated the details to- 
gether with sketches and every form 
of meticulous forethought for the 
equipment and rigging of the dirigi- 
ble. Some nights, here at the Ritz, 
in the apartment we shared, I would 
find him at dawn still at his work 
table, bending over his drawings or 
intent on resolving formulas. 

By the time he left New York all 
the important complexities of the un- 
dertaking were matured in his brain 
and fixed on paper. And it was from 
here that the first instructions were 
telegraphed to Commander Pesce of 
the aeronautic establishment at 
Rome, arranging for the special 
adaptations to be made according to 
the plans studied here, the designs 
for which General Nobile transmitted 
—all to be applied to the dirigible in 
the process of construction. 


The Present, Criticisms. 


The undertaking being credited. to 
its legitimate author, there remains 
now the task of refuting facile 
criticisms of the preparations for it, 
as well as of the means adopted to 
complete it—disproportionate, accord- 
ing to the critics, to the undertak- 
ing itself. For technicians this would 
be unnecessary, but for. the unin- 
formed public the answer may be 
given that there is- no one better 
qualified than: Nobile, to judge as.to 
the practicability of the dirigible,. he: 
being the’ only aeronaut who had 
doubled the Pole with one. 

Perhaps most people are. unaware 
that he had at his disposal ‘a 55,000 
cubic meter airship, already in an 
advanced stage of its construction; 
and if he, himself, as soon as the 
polar expedition: was ‘decided upon, 
ordered that ‘the work’ on it should” 
be suspended, and all.energies turned 
to the construction, of .a, dirigible of. 

22,500 cubic meters; (the Norge had 
@ capacity: of 19,000: cubic meters),. 
it is a sign. that his experience and 
his. calculations coyngeled, him. .to 
serve himself. with this medium; 
sized. ship, . perhaps; because it: of 
fered Jess. resistance.to the wind and.

shop facilities, arid an autonomy 
that was! amply -sufficient for the 
scope and itinerary of the voyage 
already decided upon. 

Any one who speaks of the utility 
of ‘a dirigible of huge dimensions 
Plainly ignores the atmospheric 
conditions of the Arctic. and the need 
of anchorage on the ice for scien- 
tific purposes, which would be im- 
posible for a huge’ dirigible without 
@ ground crew to receive it. 

‘In regard to the preparations, it 
should not be forgotten that General 
Nobile had: served his apprenticeship 
in/.the. preparation of the Norge, 
which had been entrusted exclusively 
to him, and the design of which was 
indorsed by the success of the com- 
pleted flight; which would certainly 
have revealed to him deficiencies had 
there been any. 

One last point; some have objected 
that the expedition lacked ‘‘polar’’ 
men, and ‘that the Italians do not 
have—as do the Nordics—the organ- 
ism adapted to the Arctic climate: 

This legend has already been de- 
stroyed by the expeditions of the 
Duke of the Abruzzi, but it had its 
crushing disapproval—if such were 
necessary—the Italians who took part 
in the expedition of the Norge, all 
southerners by birth who, before, 
during and after the flight, as- well 
as: upon the arrival in Alaska, did 
the greater part of the work while 
exposed to the rigors of a climate 
which did not make them lose either 
appetite or health. 

What Nobile Foresaw. 


Something else then is the truth of 
the matter in .the disorganization 
which primarily causes disasters. In 
the lack of any explanation it is al- 
most always the absent who conven- 
iently serve the easily critical as 
Scapegoats. But the first words of 
the absent have already meted out 
justice to the superficial critics and 
the return of the heroes, which is 
now imminent, will clear up the one 
point which is still in doubt in the 
reconstruction of the tragedy, name- 
ly, the real cause of the grounding. 

The eventuality .of the formation 
of ice on the croup [upper section 
of the airship], as will show pres- 
ently, of itself could not, absolutely, 
have been the cause and, in any 
event, this peril could not find Nobile 
unprepared, because while here he 
had examined this possibility from 
every angle, had considered its con- 
sequence and had planned the neces- 
sary remedies. 

In -our conversations General No- 
bile often ‘recalled the warning of 
the Russian scientists on this’ point, 
on the occasion of the imposing re- 
ception which they had given him 
at Leningrad; and how it had been 
verified in part by the projection of 
hailstones hurled by the propellers 
against the sides of the dirigible to 
‘such a degree that it had repre- 
sented the greatest peril of the en- 
tire flight of the Norge. 

This thought troubled him and 
constituted the subject of his con- 
tinual, study.. In the ice ‘he saw a 
double peril—first, that of the forma- 
tion of icicles on the sides of the air- 
ship which would break off and be 
hit by the revolving propellers and 
thrown, with fatal results, like sharp 
arrows against the cloth of the 
dirigible at the risk of splintering 
the propellers; second, the weight of 
incrustations on the back of the 
dirigible which might cause a forced 
landing. 

And -he, cherishing the observa-' 
tions made in the preceding voyage, 
engaged in the most careful calcula- 
tions to determine what the weight 
of the ice must be in order to 
destroy the equilibrium of the air- 
ship. 

Thus, while: he had kept in mind 
the provisions for reinforcing all the 
projecting parts of the propellers 
and: had substituted wooden propel- 
lers for ‘those of metal, the incrus-- 
tations of ice from clouds and snow~ 
inevitable evils without means of: 
solution—made it necessary, he con- 
sidered, to educe instruction and 
counsel from .these circumstances. 
If the incrustations formed during 
the first part.of the voyage, it would 
be necessary to retreat at once. If, 
instead, these incrustations should 
be formed‘after a run of such length 
that the benzine consumed weighed 
more: than that which remained—as 
actually occurred on the first flight 
of the Norge—there was no danger, 

This conclusion of - Nobile, I -re- 
peat, was not arbitrary, but. estab- 
lished | by patient laboratory calcu- 
lations with which he sought to estab- 
lish ‘the’ weight’ of ‘ice’ at various 
temperatures and densities from one 
to’ ten . millimeters,. an absolutely 
insuperable margin, for every square 
foot of surface, of the dirigible.. - 

And it:is precisely..on the basis of 
these considerations that one is in- 
clined. to: exclude . absolutely the 
theory that the disaster to the Italia 
das been caysed. by the weight of 
ice.,..That may have been. concomi- 
tant cause, but not the determining 
cause; which was of ‘a totally dif- 
vork-' ferent’ nature. ;

Joseph Barondéss, east’ side labor 
leader. who organized the first gar- 
ment trade unions in New York, 
former member of thé Board of Edu- 
cation, Zionist, orator, leader in 
Jewish welfare work, died yesterday 
in Mount Sinai Hospital following an 
operation. He was 65 years old and 
lived at 1,530 Fifty-second Street, 
Brooklyn. His widow, Anna, two 
sons, Benjamin and Edward, and 
two daughters, Mrs. Jean Zuckerman 
and Mrs. Susan Adler, survive.. Fu- 
neral services will be held at 1 P. M.

Bernard = Poe rome Executive 
Secretary of the American Jewish 
Congress, in a tribute to Mr. Baron- 
dess, said last. night that the labor 
leader’s death had been ‘‘undoubted- 
ly brought about by the strain of 
many years of continuous and ex- 
hausting ublic activities. Even 
when the doctors forbade him to go 
to any further meetings he ignored 
their injunctions.’ 


Landed During 1888 Blizzard. 


With his wife and baby girl Baron- 
dess came to New York in the steer- 
age in 1888, entering the harbor dur- 
ing the blizzard. His entire capital 
was $10, but he had great hopes born 
of tales of American riches and lib- 
erty, which had lured him from Rus- 
sia. He rented a cellar home in a 
tenement in Ludlow Street and went 
to work at $5 a week, for which he 
made thirty garments for children 
every day of thirteen hours. 

The horrible conditions in all these 
“‘sweatshops,’’ accentuated by cer- 
tain specific instances of exceptiona} 
hardship that he saw with his own 
eyes, made of Barondess an agitator. 
Although. denounced and chased 
through the streets by the very men 
he sought to free, he persisted in 
making speeches, arguing on street 
corners, in doorways, shops, ever 
where he. could get an ear, until i- 
nally he aroused a spark of spirit in 
the. others, and this he fanned with 
his eloquence until. strikes were 
brought about and laws were passed 
that doomed ‘“‘sweatshops.”’ 

For years Barondess was an im- 
portant member of the Socialist 
Party in New York, but. in 1907 he 
left its ranks with the statement 
that socialism here had declined to 
impotence and that the American 
Federation of Labor accomplished 
more. for the working man: in one 
year than the Socialist Party had in 
its whole history. 


Attended Peace Conference. 


Formerly a. Vice President. of. the. 
American Jewish Congress, Baron- 
dess was Chairman in 1915 of one of 
the early conferences that led to the 
inauguration of the congress. He 


was a member of the delegation the 
congress sent to the Peace Confer- 
ence in Paris. Every calamity and 
other emergency affecting Jews in 
Europe, from the Kishineff massa- 
cres in 1905 to the Ukrainian pogroms 
of 1920-22, enlisted his sympathy and 
energy. For example, he was Chair- 
man of the Defense Fund Committee 
which raised $4,000 last Fall to de- 
fend Samuel Schwartzbard,’ the 
Jewish assassin of ex-President Pet- 
lura of the Ukraine, who was tried 
and acquitted in Paris, 

ong the special interests of 
Barondess in; recent years was 
the movement to establish a Jew- 
ish homeland in Palestine. At. a 
dinner given here two years ago, in 
honor’of his forty years of service to 
American Jewry many prominent 
Jews praised Mr. Barondess and an- 
poupestnent hase made of a fund of 
$25,000 to tuate his name here 
and in Pale ine, Bass through a 
scholarship in the Jewish University 
in Mount Sinai.

“The purpose of institutions sup- 
ported by the taxpayers, and the rea- 
son why the city makes appropria- 
‘tions for them. is to take care of th2 
poor of the city. If you open them 
to anybody in the country and_ in- 
vite people who can pay, you go con- 
trary to the fundamental principles 
of establishing a charitable institu- 
tion. That sort of thing is all right 
in small communities where:there is 
no hospital except the municipal. hos- 
vital, but it is not necesarv ina city 
like this with so many well equipped 
and established private institutions 
“It is a radical policy for the city 
to undertake and it is a very serious 
metter for the: private hospitals. 
This board is naturally interested, as 
it has the right of inspection and 
visitation in all vublic hospitals and 
in private hospitals receiving sup- 
port from public funds. 


Oppose Transfer of Power. 


“Another subject for consideration 
is that the bill puts the city’s alms 
houses—that is, the Farm Colony on 
Staten Island and the Home for De- 
pendents on Welfare Island—under 
the proposed Department of Hospi: 
tals. These are essentially poor law 
institutions. Under the State Poor 
Law, the Commissioner of ‘Public 
Welfare is the Poor Law Officer 
and has to make commitments to 
the almshouses. Under the proposed 
system, he would have to commit ‘to 
institutions in. another department. 
It also seems inexplicable why the 
Children's Clearing Bureau, now 
under the Department of Public 
Welfare, should be put under the 
Department of Hospitals, which 
would result iu the same conflict of 
two departments overlapping. : 

“A third point for consideration is 
that the bill provides for the licens- 
ing and revocation of licenses of pri- 
vate hospitals by the Department of 
Hospitals. This is proscribed by 
State law as a function of the De- 
partment of Health. It might be 
controversia] whether the city could 
legally transfer this function or con- 
trol of the voor law institutions to 
another department.”’ 


At the present time control of the 
public hospitals of New York City. is 
divided among three city bodies—the 
Department: of Public Welfare, the 
Department of Health and _ the 
‘Trustees of Bellevue and Allied 
Hospitals.” The Mayor’s special 
committee recommended that ‘they 
be consolidated in one department 
under a commissioner to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. ;

ALBANY, June 19.—John D. An- 
tonopulos of New York will not'be 
permitted to erect two refreshment 
stands in Battery Park, the Court of 
Appeals ruled today in affirming an 
order of the Appellate Division, First 
Department, of the Supreme Court, 
which had decided against him. The 
court wrote no opinion in the case, 


.| but adopted the decision of the lower 


court. ' : 

Antonopulos entered into an‘ agree- 
ment in 1925 .with Francis D. Gal- 
latin; then New York City Parks 
Commissioner, whereby. he was to 
have permission to erect two refresh- 
ment stands in Battery, Park. He 
picked the site himself, and one was 
to be located opposite: the east end 
of the Barge. Office and the other 
near the elevated steps. 

The stands were: to sell peanuts, 

soft drinks, candy, tobacco and the 
like, at prices that were subject: to 
the control of the Park Commis- 
sioner. 
' Under the terms of the agreement 
the City of New York was to receive 
$4,000 a year for ‘the concession, 
which was to start Nov. 1, 1925. The 
agreement also set forth other stipu- 
lations. 


Claimed Necessary Permits. 


The erection of the stands was be- 
gun and Antonopulos asserted that 
he had the necessary permits from 
the city authorities, such as . the 
landscape architect, Art Commission 


and Superintendent of Buildings. An 
action was brought to restrain the 
construction and the work was 
halted. : 

This was started on Dec. 30, 1925, 
by William H. Williams. Antonopulos 
had .expended $17,806 for the work 
and had also paid the city its first 
instalment. 

Justice Churchill presided at the 
trial of the action and he vacated 
the injunction and threw out the 
complaint. The Appellate Division 
subsequently reversed the Trial 
Court, directed: a new: trial, but con- 
tinued the rstraining order in force 
against the construction: of the 
buildings. 

In the Appellate Division the opin- 
ion was written by Justice Martin, 
from which Justice Proskauer dis- 
sented. Judge Martin held the build- 
ings were unnecessary, the Court of 
Appeals adopted this view. of the 
matter and ordered judgment abso- 
lute against Antonopulos with costs 
in all courts. 


Hailed by Park Association.

LOS ANGELES, June 19 #).—Mrs. 
Hazel Glab, 29-year-old ‘bride of five 
months, who, police records show, 
once, shot a Hollywood policeman, is.

slain her wealthy husband, John I. 
Glab, retired Chicago druggist. 

Charged jointly with Mrs. Glab is 
her niece, Ethel O. Kaser of Okla- 
homa City. M. A. Wilson, caretaker 
of the Glab estate in Van Nuys, is 
held as a material witness. 

Glab was shot to death‘ last ‘night 
as he was preparing to enter his 
automobile, which was standing in 
front of his home. Police said the 
shot was fired by some one concealed 
in the front seat. of the car. 

Mrs. ‘Glab. who came here from 
Oklahoma -City three years ago, 
when she was Miss Hazel Belford, 
told police she and Miss Kaser were 
in the house playing cards at the 
time Glab was killed and did not 
hear the shot. Wilson said that on 
hearing ‘the. shot he ran to the front 
of the house with his wife and a 
neighbor and found Glab dead. 

Mrs. J. Goodrich, who lives near 
the Glab home, declares she saw a 
woman wearing a light dress and 
coat fleeing in front of her home 
just after the shot was fired. 

Mrs. Glab- wore a_ light-colored 
dress when brought to the station 
here. a 

While Mrs. Glab, hysterical. most 
of the time, was being questioned by 
deputies of the homicide detail] other 
officers delved into the woman's po- 


lice record... They found she had 
shot and wounded Police Officer W. 
R. McIntyre during a drinking party 
in Hollywood in eeores 1927. She 
was not held because her: story of 
having shot in self-defense stood up 
under an investigation. 

The police found further that she 
had been arrested on a_ robbery 
charge in 1925 after the car in which 
she was riding with a’ male friend 
was waylaid by three hold-up men. 
She was accused of .having engi- 
neered the robbery, but was released 
before the case came. to trial. 

Glab’s former wife, from whom. he 
recejved a final decree thirty days 
before he married again five months 
ago, was being sought by the police 
for questioning. She was believed to 
be in Hollywood. 

Investigators said they had learned 
that Glab:formerly was a druggist in 
the Cicéro district of Chicago and 
that he met the present Mrs.. Glab

FINKRLSTRIN PLEADS 
“GUILTY OF LARCENY 


Lawyer Faces Five to Ten Year 
Term for Defrauding 200 of | 
More Than $500,000. 











TO BE SENTENCED SEPT. 10 


His Action Surprises Creditors Who 
Waited Months—Aged Woman 
Victim Attacks His Brother. 


Nathan B. Finkelstein, lawyer and 
former’ Assemblyman, pleaded guilty 
in the Kings County Court yesterday 
to a charge of' grand larceny grow- 
ing out of the sale of: more. than 


to about 200 of his’ clients. He was 
remanded to the Raymond Street 
Jail by Judge McLaughlin, who will 
sentence *him'on Sept. 10. _° 

_ A burst of applause from about 100 
of his..creditors who crowdéd into 
court greeted the acceptance of the 
plea: which will).send him to prison 
for from five to ten years. The ap- 
plause soon .changed to hysterical 
shouting and weeping by the women, 
and court attendants. finally re- 
moved many of them to recover their 
composure. . 


The sentence which Finkelstein will 
receive ‘on Sept. 10 will depend 
largely on the extent to which he 
has made restitution, it was indi- 
cated. yesterday. Unless he makes an 
effort to reimburse his victims, Dis- 
trict Attorney Dodd will ask the 
Court to impose the heaviest possible 
sentence. George V. Medalie, counsel 
for Finkelstein, said he believed it 
would be possible to add to the assets 
of the bankrupt estate if the sentence 
was deferred for a reasonable length 
of time. As a first offender, Finkel- 
stein is subject to a maximum sen- 
tence of from five to ten years. 

The decision..of Finkelstein ‘to 
plead. guilty surprised most of the 
creditors, who waited many months 
in the hope that he would return at 
east part of the money. they gave 
him. The decision to press the 
grand larceny charge, which, to- 
esther with a forgery charge, had 

een cited in indictments returned 
some time ago, was made after a 
conference last week between cred- 
itors Spd the District Attorney, who 
decided, that. Finkelstein had not 
kept his promise to make restitution.

UNIONS OF BRITAIN - 
SCORED AT STEVEAS 


Labor Organizations woes Are 
More Enlightened, Asserts 
Arthar G. Glasgow. > 


Economic theories and policies of 
the British trades unions were de- 
nounced yesterday by Arthur Graham 
Glasgow, principal speakers at the 
commencement exercises of Stevens 
Institute of Technology on the his- 
toric campus ” Catle Peint, Hobo- 
ken. - 

Dr. Glasgow, a meniber ~ or the 
Stevens class of 1885, is a. Virginian ' 
who has practiced. his -profession ' 
abroad for many years. He is Chair-' 
man of the engineering company of 
Humphreys & Glasgow, Ltd., of Lon- 
don,’ The institute. yesterday: con- | 
ferred upon him an honorary deeree 
of Doctor of Engineering. ~ vi 

“Trades unionism in America,” Dr. } 
Glasgow said, ‘‘is sufficiently enlight- 
ened to appreciate and to share the 
benefits of scientific management, 
standardization and mass production, / 
which arts are industrial America’s , 
great current contribution to a ti enal 
and world cultures. 

“How different from Greac Brit- . 
ain,’’ he continued, ‘‘where the giant 
power of trades unionism is nation- 
ally organized to suppress the right 
to work and enforce the->—zht to 
shirk, and whzre, consequently, ten 
years after the war, over a million 
work people and their formation are 
living on. doles. : 

“Incredible as it may seem to us, 
the keynote of British trades union- 
ism is the antiquated and discredited 
fallacy, long since exploded by mass 
production, that production spells 
unemployment, that the man who 

anmaeee works himself out of his 
ob, that men must be paid to loaf 
perpetually rather than to_work. ef- 
ficiently. 

‘The fact is that post-we : british 
Governments have not @governed, 
they have been too afraid-.of the gov- 
erned. Trades unions have been al- 
lowed to become the virtual masters 
of England. 

“If trades unions wish to survive 
they must henceforth encourage 
duction by every means -in t oir 
power, and then to see to it that 
each of their members receives his 
fair share of the fruits of his labor. 
In this respect trades unions have 
aishty important functions to ful- 


fill. 

Dr. Glasgow formally proposed to 
the Faculty. and trustees that Ste- 
vens Institute be made a post-gradu- 
ate college.

NEW HAVEN, ‘Conn., June 19.—

bands to the résidences of President 
Angell, the deans and favorite pro- 
fessors, cheering them in reunion 
salutation,' and this evening. they}: 
held the. class reunion banquets. 

There were thirty reunion classes, 
ranging. from the. semi-centennial 
group of ’78, headed by Cut Justice 
Taft, to. the 1927 class. - .. 

The older classes generally attend- 
ed the basebdll-game,: but didnot 
march in the procession. The. forty- 
fifth year reunion class of ’83, Head- 

by Major Vernon Prichard, and 
the forty-year class-of '88, of which 
Dr. Alonzo'A. Stagg, athletic director 
of Chicago University, is a member,

e younger classes were resplen- 
ont in brilliant-hyued, many-colored 
garbs in which Yale blue featured 
the color scheme, but in which reds 
— large ‘fields of white were freely 


sed. 

The Lindbergh costume, of brown 
aviation jackets and leather helmets 
with blue trousers, worn by the class 
of- 08, made a decided hit. The

class, flaming red swallowtails,. gray 
suede trousers and top hats, | was, 
warmly applauded. 


One Class as Kentucky Colonels. 


The .triennigl class was gay in blue 
jackets, white duck trousers and 
straw hats.with blue bands, a cos- 
tume which, with variations, was 
worn by a large~ number of the 
classés. The class.of ’'13 appeared as: 
Kentucky colonels, with brown: cut+ 
away coats with blue sashes, red 
ties. and blue caps, and _ displayed 
their class numerals enclosed in large 
bull’s-eye circles on their backs: . 

The “Sheff” class of '13 turned out 
as policemen with red trousers and 
white’ stripes, blue,sashes, red ties 
and blue. caps, and carried blue 
nightsticks 

The class of 18 disported itself in 
white Hawaiian ‘costumes, white 
trousers, white shirts, blue sashes 
with réd bands and straw hats. The 
18 ‘“‘Sheff’’ costume was a jockey 
rig, with réd coats, white trousers, 
black puttees and a blue jockey cap. 

The '22. class was clad in Civil 
War Confederate uniforms. They 
are the first Yale class to make this 
innovation. . Their short jackets 
were, hawever,’of black, their trous- 
ers ted,’ but their hats were exactly 
of the Confederate soldier grav. 

The ‘academic class of .’25 ..wore 
1812 sailors’ ‘attire, including’ white 
trousers, sea cut, black straw hats 
arid scarlet jerseys. The ‘‘Sheff’’ tri- 
ennial class. was clad as firemen. 
with red. shirts, blue trousers and 
straw hats. 

Somie-of the placards in the parade 
voiced class sentiments on national 
affairs. _The class of ’08, the Shef- 
field Scientific School, whose banner 
was carried by,Tad Jones, had a 
sign that read ha like our liquor, 
but, oh; you Hoover.’’

“| NYACK IS EMBATTLED 


‘ow SUNDAY MOV: MOVIE ISSUE. 
Single Clnten Order Dueedek 


Complexity—Mayor Will Retire 
to Woods With Problem. 


NYACK, N. ¥., June 19.—A bitter 
fight is being waged: heze in opposi- 
tion to the petition of the new Rock- 
land theatre to operate on Sunday. 
It started when the theatre a week 
after its opening announced a pro- 
gram for the following Sunday with- 
out the sanction of the village offi- 
cials. 

Mayor Theodore F. Odell an- 
nounced he would close the theatre 
should it. open its doors on Sunday 
but later he said the Board of Trus- 
tees would act on the question when 
it was properly presented. Bratter 
and Pollak, the owners, presented a 
petition and Mayor Odell countered 
that the Trustees would call an elec- 
tion and settle the question by a vote 
of the. people, meantime asking the 
daily newspapers to print a straw 
vote coupon and ask for the senti- 
ment of the people. 

The church people rose in fury 
and, sensing that the chief opposi- 
tion to Sunday movies was in South 
Nyack and Upper Nyack, Mayor 
Odell repeated today that the village 
of Nyack alone will settle the ques- 
tion. He added that if the adjoining 
villages want anything to say they 
must consolidate the three villages, 
the dividing lines of which are 
known accurately only by the sur- 
veyor. 

One of the chief sponsors of the 

opposition is Supreme Court Justice 
Arthur S. Tompkins, who joined with 
a sub-committee today representing 
a general committee of fifty and pre- 
sented a petition to.the Board of 
Trustees with the signatures of near- 
ly 1,000 citizens voicing opposition 
to Sunday shows. 
Justice Tompkins also stated that 
the State law does not ant the 
Board of Trustees authority to use 
the taxpayers money to call an elec- 
tion on Sunday movies and that the 
matter is one for the board to decide. 
Along with the petition were sep- 
arate ones from the two colored 
churches in the village. 

The straw vote was two to one for 
Sunday shows, but when Mayor 
Odell inspected the petition he found 
that more than 600 signatures were 
from residents of Nyack. He forth- 
with announced that ‘‘this changes 
the aspect of the situation.’’ 

‘‘We will go easy on this matter,’’ 
the Mayor said. ‘‘There is no rush. 
I will take much official data on this 
subject and also the proposed build- 
ing code and zoning ordinance with 
me to-the Maine woods on my vaca- 
tion next month and we will decide 
the Sunday movie question on my 
return.”’

change—Call Money 642%, 
Sterling Slightly Lower. 





The decline in Stock Exchange 
prices yesterday, which ranged from 
5 to 10 points in a number of lately 
active shares, was ascribed by Wall 
Street to the advance in money. By 
midday the 5% per cent. call money 
rate of the four preceding business 
days had been advanced to 6; it 
reached 6% before the close, for the 
first time in exactly two weeks. The 
rise in yesterday’s money market 
was not in the least surprising; cash 
resources of the New York market 
are always drawn upon by outside 
cities a few days after the Treasury’s 
quarterly. financing, and the ap- 
proach of the July payments always 
reduces available. balances still fur- 
ther. That the Stock Exchange 
money rate should have risen 1 or 
1% per cent. at this time last year 
and the year before and 2% per cent. 
in 1925, provided fairly respectable 
precedent. But it seemed to come 
with a shock to Wall Street yester- 
day. 

A 6% per cent. money market at 
the ‘‘midyear. settlements’’ does not 
mean money tension in the Summer, 
nor does it necessarily foreshadow 
similarly high rates in Autumn. The 
end-of-June rate of 1927 was not re- 
peated until Christmas week. That 
immunity may have been made pos- 
sible by the. Reserve Bank’s reduc- 
tion of its official rate in August, for 
the Autumn market of 1926-and 1925 
returned at frequent intervals to the 
highest midyear figure. -But those 
were -years of active Stock Exchange 
speculation, whereas continuous re- 
action in stocks and general trade, 


throughout the Autumn of 1923, kept 


that season’s call-money rate well be- 
low the 6 per cent. of July. The 
natural inference, in view of the far 
greater strain imposed on the credit 
organism by last April’s speculation, 
is that the money rates of next Au- 
tumn will be determined by the ex- 
tent to which the readjustment is 
carried on the Stock Exchange, and 
by the course of trade and industry. 

Yesterday’s movement of stock 
market prices varied widely in the 
different shares, but very few stocks 
escaped a smaller or larger net de- 
cline. The 9 and 11 point losses, 
part of which were recovered before 
the close, occurred as might have 
been expected with stocks in which 
the recent exploifs of the ‘Wall 
Street pools'’ were most spectacular. 
Even in stocks of that character, 
however, there were exceptions. 
Radio, after sweeping alternately 
downward and upward 8 points. or 
thereabout, ended nearly 2 points 
higher for the day. One of the air- 
plane shares fell 4% and recovered 
8, and -‘‘Bancitaly’’ stock struggled 
up some 3 points after its recent 120- 
point decline. But these were almost 
the enly stocks to move against the 
strong downward drift of values.

Speculative Fatigue. 


Many brokers in the financial dis- 
trict testify that a good deal of the 
selling in the market at the present 
time is coming from persons who 
are not engaged in taking any over- 
whelming losses in the market, but 
who are simply ‘‘worn out’’ by the 
declines which have taken place and 
who are liquidating their stocks ‘‘so 
they won’t have to worry about 
them any more.’’

small, but in the aggregate they rep- 
resent a very measurable pressure

“Selective Selling.’’ 

It was no more than a month or 
so ago that Wall Street had the 
phrase ‘‘selective buying’’ dinned in- 
to its ears.

The wave of selective 
buying kept many ‘‘market favorites’’ 
on their toes long after they had 
every appearance of going stale in 
the market.

Interborough’s Net for the Month

$2,949,613. 


Earnings of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit system in May showed a con- 
' tinuation of the improvement noted 
in April, but on a.larger scale, while 
the report of the Brooklyn Manhat- 
tan. ‘Transit system also showed 
gains compared with a year ago. 
Hudson Tube earnings showed a fal- 
ing’ off. compared with 1927. The 
stocks of these companies held steady 
in a fairly depressed market. yester- 
day. * 

Gross revenue of the Interborough 
system from all sources totaled 
$5,917,170 last month, against $5,700,- 
060 in 9pril, $6,037,424 in March, the 
1928 high; $5,576,071 in February and 
$5,891,446 in Januafy. Operating and 
maintenance expénditures amounted 
to $3,405,545 last month, against 
$3,217,840 in April, $3,700,926 in 
March, $3,205,310 in February and 
$3,343,287 in January. 

Gross revenue for. the first five 
months of the year was $29,122,171, 
against expenditures of $16,872,908 in 
the same period. While revenues 
gained $1,158,820 over the same‘ pe- 
riod of 1927, expenditures showed an 
increase of $1,444,507 over the 1927 
figures, so that the system has had 
a decrease of $285,687 in net operat- 
ing revenue for the period, compared 
with five months of 1927. This was 
due to the $332,358 decline in net 
operating revenue recorded in March 
this year, compared with March, 
1927, on account of preparations for 
the threatened strike. 

Net Income Increased. 


Net income after rentals, interest 
and dividend rentals on Manhattan 
Railway stock amounted to $477,764 
in May, a gain of $65,287 above May, 
1927, while net income for the five 
months totatled $2,052,754, a decline 
of $12,922 compared with five months 
of 1927. Four months of 1928, ex- 
cluding March, show a gain of $267.- 
985 over the like months of 1927, 
while the March decline of $280,907, 
for the reasons given above, entirely 
offset. this improvement.

CUBAN SUGAR ORDER 
IGNORED BY MARKET

OTHER STOCKS NOT USED UP 


Trade Thinks Tight Position 
Possible Late in Year——Carry- 
Over Doubtful, 


The approval given by President 
Machado of Cuba on Monday to the 
withdrawal of 300,000 long. tons of 
sugar from the amount originally al- 
lotted to the United States had ‘no ef- 
fect in the sugar trade here yester- 
day, a slight firming up in Porto 
Ricos to a basis of 29-16 cents, cost 
end freight for Cubas,' a gain of 1-32 
cent, being attributed | to the normal 
market behavior. 

The reason ascribed for this was 
that the intention of withdrawing the 
300,000 tons had been announced 
more than two weeks ago and had 
been discounted by the market. No 
bullish demonstration, resulted from 
the withdrawal, however, as the sup- 
ply of Cuban sugar available for 
American consumption nye thereby 
be reduced from 3,300,000 to 3,000,000 
tons, of which about 1,364,700 long 
tons have already arrived: in . this 
country, leaving more than that 
amount still available. Meanwhile 
the supply of Porto Rican and other 
sugars vd not been exhausted. 

Tightening of Supply Expected. 

There may bea tightening in the 
supply toward the end ‘ofthe year, 
the trade believes.. If the refiners 
here carry stocks, not to speak of 
the distributers’ and the* trade, the 
situation will be,about balanced, but 
if the wholesalers, jobbers and other’ 
distributers also set up: stocks: a 
tight position will result,-it- was felt 
in, Front and Water Street circles. 

The reduction of the Cuban raw 
sugar supply available for American 
consumption will therefore have little 
effect on prices here unless excessive 
stocking should develop, and in some 
cireles it is felt that the Cuban action 
reflected the earlier sounding out of 
needs here, which revealed that there 
would have been a surplus practically 
equivalent to the 300,000 tons which 
have been withdrawn.- 


Britain to Take Extra Supply. 


The United Kingdom, on the other 
hand, is expected to take practically 
all of the 300,000 extra tons, and 
European bids on the supply will 
be considered by Cuba on Friday. 
The reduction of United Kingdom 


duties on raw sugar, while the excise 
tax on refined sugar was main- 
tained, was brought about by a de- 
sire of the British Government to 
aid domestic refiners, who, in turn, 
have had to look about actively for 
an adequate supply. 

Reports that the Cuban miger crop 
exceeded the limit fixed by the crop- 
restriction law were generally dis- 
credited in trade circles here yester- 
day, although reports to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce based on_ esti- 
mates provided by individual Cuban 
mills indicated that. such was the 
case. If a check-up. of supplies 
should prove. this correct, the with- 
drawal of 300,000 tons might still 
leave a carry-over of sorts, while’if 
the law has been strictly complied 
with the carry-over would be slight, 
if existent. 

Cuba is not expected to continue 
crop restriction next season, al- 
though definite news on this point 
will probably await the October 
meeting. between Cuban and Euro- 
pean producers,..,who reached an 
agreement some months ago concern- 
ing the present season.

The ‘new exchange, which will be 
pen overt under the membership 
socporatios law, will give the metal 
e complete facilities to obtain 
oiee insurance by means of hedging, 
such as the cotton, rubber and other 
commodity exchanges provide. Tin, 
in which there is wide speculation, 
will be taken up. first and the other 
‘metals later on. 

The same interests which were 
active in the organization of the 
Rubber Exchange of New York and 
the National Raw Silk Exchange are 
identified with the establishment of 
a metal. futures exchange here. 
Julius B. Baer, who attended to the 
le work in the organization of 
both the Rubber and National Raw 
Silk exchanges, is attendin ng to the 
incorporation, drawing up of by-laws 
and rules and other necessary par- 
ticulars.” 

The new exchange will be limited 
to 267 members, of whom 139 will be 
charter members and ‘128 regular 
members.. The members of the pres- 
ent metal exchange will each receive 
a charter membership in the new ex- 
change without cost, and the assets 
of the old exchange will be trans- 
ferred to the new one. Only 128 
seats will be available for sale and 
the offering price will be $2,500. This 
is the same figure at which seats in 
the National Raw Silk Exchange 
were offered in April and’ for which 
$7,000 has since been bid.

ASBESTOS CASE CONTINUES. 


Bernhard Marcuse Testifies In the 
Government’s Anti-Trust Action. 


Continuing to testify under Gov- 
ernment subpoena yesterday, Bern- 
hard Marcuse, President of the Ca- 
nadian Asbestos Company, identified 
a document marked ‘‘interoffices 
communication’? emanating from the 
office he formerly conducted for the 
sale of the products of the Asbestos 
Corporation, Ltd., of Canada, at 342 
Madison Avenue. The testimony was 
brought out before Referee Robert 
McCurdy Marsh at 120 Broadway by 
Special United States Attorney Gen- 
eral B. M. Webster in an effort to 
rove that the Asbestos Corporation, 
td., of Canada, was in business in 
a legal sense in New York and was 
properly a defendant in an anti-trust 
suit brought against seven corpora- 
tions accused of creating a mo- 
nopoly in the sale of asbestos in the 
United States. 

Mr. Marcuse’s testimony related 
mainly ‘to drrangements entered into 
by him with the Johns-Manville Com- 
pany for the sale of asbestos to that 
com y, also named in the Govern- 
ment action. The Canadian company 
contends that Mr. Marcuse was 
merely a resident solicitor here. 

Under the _ cross-examination of 
Myron Harris for the Asbestos Com- 
pany, Ltd., of Canada, C. H. Mc- 
Grath of the American Brake Shoe 
and Foundry Company identified a 
notice he received from Marcuse in 
which the latter said he did business 
under his own name at 342 Madison 
Avenue in the products of the Ca- 
nadian concern.

The resumption of lake and river 
transportation gave employment to a 
large. number of men, and in the 
agricultural: sections many more 
were absorbed. :

While the resident 
supply of building-trades men was 
fairly .well employed at the close of 
the month, a slight surplus of this 
class of labor was apparent in a few 
localities.

STRUCK ROCKS IN STORM 


The Last of Gloucester’s Racing 
Fisher Fleet Was Abandoned 
On Whalesback Reef. 


CURLING, N. F., June 19 (#).—De- 
tails of the loss of the Henry Ford, 
the last of Gloucester's racing fish- 
ing schooners, which sank near 
Bonne, Bay on Saturday, were re- 
ceived here today. Captain Clayton 
Morrissey and his crew of twenty- 
five men are at Bonne Bay awaiting 
transportation to their homes. 

The Ford, which was engaged in 
halibut fishing on the west coast of 
Newfoundland, ran on the eastern 
end of the Whalesback Reefs off Mar- 
tin Point during thick weather. 
There was a strong west wind blow- 
ing, and a heavy sea, and two hours 
after the vessel grounded the crew 
was forced to abandon her. The 
heavy pounding on the rocks tore the 
bottom out of the vessel and she 
sank in eleven fathoms of water, her 
mastheads remaining above’ the 
surface. : 
The crew landed safely at Gull- 
marsh Close, not far from the spot 
where the steamer Ethie was lost ten 
years ago. They reached Bonne Bay 
on Monday, and will be brought here 
on the Government steamer Sagona 
on its next trip south. From Curling 
the crew of the Ford will be sent to- 
Port Aux Basques by rail. They 
saved nothing but their clothing. 
The Ford was built in ex, 
Mass., in 1922. She was the fastest 
vessel in the Gloucester fleet and 
was selected to defend the Interna- 
tional Fishermen’s Trophy .in that 
ear, losing the series to the Blue 
ose of Laneanere. WN. S. She won 
the Lipton Cup in.the Gloucester 
series off that port in 1923. The new 
schooner Columbia beat her that 
year in the elimination race to de- 
cide the Gloucester challenger for 
the International Trophy.
